According to reports received by JJr. 


U. 0. B. Wiugate of the state board of 
ic'altii, smallpox is fast dying out .in 
iVisconsin, though 
he said 
last night 


that'lie dees not expect to get rid of it- 
altogether this summer. The cases re- 
ported to him are divided among fifty- 
iour places in thirty-five counties, and 
foot up a total of IOC cases. There was 
one death 
from tho disease. This is 


about half as many cases as were report- 
ed some-weeks during'January and Feb- 
ruary, though it is an increase over a 
week ago. 


'When the weather 
gets 
warmer, 


Dr. %Vingatc said last night, "we expect 
to have little trouble with smallpox un-1 
til the cold weather sets in again and 
then, we shall probably have no such 
epidemic as last winter. There Ivas been 
smallpox iu Indiana, Ohio, Pennsplvania, 
Illinois and Iowa for the last four years, 
and they still have, more or leas of it. 
Iowa, however, is tiic only one of the 
states mentioned that hns had much of 
un epidemic this year. When the ma- 
terial is all used up—tliat is, when every- 
body lias cither had the disease or been 
vaccinated—it is bound to die out. In 
Michigan and Minnesota more cases of 
smallpox arc reported each week than 
in Wisconsin.' 
\ . 


- There are an unusually large number 
of cases of scarlet, fever and ..measles in 
the state this spring, but they' are not 


ported from measles than from scarlet 
fever, which,-i* quite unusual. 


Twelve beet sugar

veqiiir'ed domicile in accordance with ihe 
•revisions of the civ'il code.

All who have resided within the terri- 


,ory voluntarily 
nnd uninterruptedly 


or'upwards of two'year* without a dip- 
onmtic character: or 
for purposes of 


trade or any other industry, provided 
:hev have n permanently established 
.loiiie, although 
they may even be in- 


vested with a consular character. 


All who possess real estate within the 


territory of tha republic, or who 
hnve 


established their permanent 
residence 


.here. 


All others found within the republic 


who are not included in (he 
foregoing 


provisions shall be considered 
as for- 


-.^ncr's ;„ transit.. Domiciled foreigners 
shnl! be subject to the snme obligations 
as regards both their persons and prop- 
•rty. ns Venezuelans but arc not subject 
to military service nor to the payment 
of any contributions in case of wnr. 


Foreigners -shall not mix in the pub-

thereto, either publicly or through thf 
press.

OXE VERSION OF DISASTER. 


C. M. Ellis of the Telegram and; Fred 


Conneli, of this place who were the first 
on the scene from Cairo yesterday and 
sent to Mayor Wright for aid, have been 
investigating the disaster ever since yes- 
terday and report as follows: 


"The City of Pittsburg with a crew of 


79 and a passanger list which includes 
CO men, women and children, was on her 
way from Cincinnati to Memphis.

SMALLPOX DISAPPEARING. 


Dr. TVingat« S«y« »i»eage 1» Fait Djing 


Out In Wisconsin—Scarlet Fever 


and Mcaslen Prevalent. 
According to reports received by Dr. 


U. O. B. Wingate of the state board of 
lealth, smallpox is fast" dying out Jn 
Wisconsin, though 
he said 
last night 


that lie dees not expect to get rid of it- 
altogether this summer. The cases re- 
ported to him are divided among fifty- 
tour places in thirty-five counties, and 
foot up a total of 196 cases. There was 
one death 
from thu disease. This is 


about half as many cases as 'were report- 
ed some-weeks during January and Feb- 
ruary, though it is an increase over a 
week ago. 


"When the weather gets 
warmer," 


Dr. Wingate said last night, 'c\ve expect 
to have little trouble with smallpox UB-' 
til the cold weather sets in again and 
then we shall probably have no such 
epidemic as last winter. There lp.s been 
smallpox in Indiana, Ohio, Pennsplvatria, 
Illinois and Iowa for the last four years, 
and they still have,more or less of it, 
Iowa, however, is the only one of the 
states mentioned that has had much of 
an epidemic this year. When the ma- 
terial is all used iip—tllat is, when every- 
body has either had the disease or been 
vaccinated—it is bound to die oub. In 
Michigan and Minnesota more cases of 
smallpox arc reported each week than 
in Wisconsin.'

A diosesan school board is to be organ- 


ized and the diocese divided into sixteen 
sections or .deaneries. Each deanery will 
have a school board, 'subsidiary to the 
diocesan board and each congregation 
will have a local board subsidiary in the 
deanery board. 


A meeting ^vill be held before 'Alay 13, 


w/ien the organization of the dtv.nery 
boards will be perfected and a plan of 
further operations 
decided upon. The 


diocesan board will not be fully perfect- 
ed until this fall after the return of 
Archbishop Katzer from Europe. 


The reorganization of the school sys- 


tem'of the diocese is in accordance with 
a plan outlined by Archbishop Kateer in 
a circular letter written by the arch- 
bishop before his departure to Rome and 
just issued. The archbishop says two 
reasons prompt him. For J'ears, he says, 
he has been thinking of establishing' a 
uniform system of school 
government 


and he is convinced of the impossibility 
of his visiting the schools personalty to 
supervise the work. The archbishop has 
appointed cleans who shall have 'charge 
of each deanery and who will be presi- 
dent of th'?. deanery school board. 


In addition to setting forth the'' ne\f 


rules and regulations for the government 
of the .schools, the archbishop, in :>i.s cir 
cular note, sets forth that ccclesiastica 
students expecting work in the Milwau- 
kee archdiocese must study at St. Fran 
cis Seminary. This will result in great 
ly increasing attendance at the semin 
ary. The archbishop also lays down an- 
other rule with reference to mixed mar 
riages. Before the priests perform sucl 
ceremonies they must be satisfied as; to 
the validity tif the baptism of the Pro 
testant party.

CARACAS^ Venezuela. March 
19.— 


The new law defining ' the 
duties 
and 


rights of foreigners who may be found 
within the territory of Venezuela'- 
has 


just been submitted by President Cas- 
tro.- 


In substance it is as follows: 
Foreigners shall enjoy the same civil 


.rights as Venezuelans., as determined 
by the 
constitution 
of the 
republic. 


They shall 'be considered either as domi- 
ciled or as in transit. 


Domiciled persons arc all who have 


.acquired domicile in accordance with the 
provisions of the civil code. 


•All ivho vhave resided within the terri- 


tory voluntarily 
and uninterruptedly 


for upwards of two'years without a dip- 
lomatic character; or 
for purposes of 


trade or any other 
industry,.' provided 


they have a 
permanently established 


home, although 
they may even be in- 


vested with a consular character. 


All who poBsess.jenl estate within the 


territory of the republic, or Avho have 
established their permanent 
residence 


there. 


All olihers found within the republic 


who arc not included in the foregoing 
provisions shall 
be considered 
as for- 


eigner's in transit.. Domiciled foreigners 
shall be subject to the same obligations 
as regards • both their persons and prop- 
erty, as Venezuelans but are not subject 
to military service nor to the payment 
of any contributions in case of war. 


Foreigners shall not mix in the pub- 


lic affairs 
nor in 
anything .relating 


thereto, either publicly or through the 
press. 
f, 


' .Resident foreigners who"''violate the 
last named provision in whole or in part 
shall -lose their .'/condition o| foreigner 
and shall be subject to the responsibili- 
ties, etc., which may attach to nationals. 
Foreigners in transit who may siniilarly 
transgress the provision shall be ex- 
pelled from the •country forthwith. 


The.penalty, for the violation .of the 


Jast named provision shall not bo in 
dieted without diie-Jegal proceedings and 
there shall be no resort to the diplo 
matin channel ,exeept when, having ex 
hanated all legal means before the com 
petent authorities, it 
clearly 
appears 


that there is a denial of justice 01; no 
torious injustice. • 


Foreigners, like Venczuela-ns, have the 


right to claim from the government by 
\vay of indemnification, all losses or 
damages which miglit be occasioned 
to 


them in time of war by legitimately con-

claim compensation for loss or damage, 
by the agents of armed -bodies in, the 
service of any revolution. -

SCOURGE WILL BE LIGHT. 


Sevflnteen-Yenr T.ocusts Will Not Visit 


Wisconsin in d^eat Xnmbfirs. 


Wisconsin will get a very light touch 


of the 
seventeen-year locust scourge, 


which the entomologists 
of the United 


States agricultural department figuvc is 
due to occur in a score of states this 
year. Indications of the presence of the, 
eiciula .or, as it is commonly called, the 
seventeen-year locust, have 
been found 


so far in on'.y two counties—Dane and 
pzsuikee, and there only in small num- 
bers, say local 
entomologists. A fur- 


ther spread nt this time would be very 
unusual and will not likely occur. Indi- 
ana will suffer most from tho pests this 
year, the indications pointing to a-.visi- 
tation of the entii-e state in large num- 
bers. Kentucky, Maryland, New Jersey 
and southeastern Pennsylvania will also 
bf; visited by large, numbers of 
tho in- 


sects. Ofher states affected in a less-de- 
gree will be Alabama, Georgia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, New York, Dela- 
ware, the Virginias, Massachusetts, Ver- 
mont, Illinois, Michigan and the District 
of Coluni'bia. 


The last visit of the 
seventeen-year 


locust to Wisconsin e-xtended over 
a 


nntc-li larger area than is indicated this 
year. Burnett, Green "Lake, kSauk 
and 


Wausliara counties suffered the worst. 
Crawford, Fond du Lac, Sawyer and 
Washburn counties wwe also visited. 
The seventeen-year locust is a much ma- 
ligned insect and reports of serious dam- 
age by it have 'been few.. Its 
appetite 


has a tendency toward the leaves of 
trees, and when anything 
suffers seri- 


ously from its ravages it is young fruit 
trees aivd nursery stock. However, 
its 


visits always arouse ' considerable fear, 
and precautions to stay tjie ravages arc 
invariaiblv taken, •
